kt is a cumulative index arranged in alphabetical order 
according to author, title of article, and subject matter. 
Each article is cross-indexed under these three 
categories. The subject matter topics appear in 
boldface with related articles following in an indented 
listing, alphabetically arranged by author. 

Articles appearing in regular columns oi the journal — 
ideas and Issues, Viewpoint, Media Memo, and The 
Arts in Education — are listed under these subject 
headings; they are also cross-indexed by author and 
title. The same treatment is used for articles featured 
as From the Field. 


Articles classified as Editorials are indicated; they are 
also cross-indexed in the usual way. All Book Re- 
views are listed under that subject heading, aiphabet- 
ically arranged according to both the title of the book 
and the author. 

Under the subject heading Schools is an alphabetical 
listing of states in which are located particular schools 
featured in Momentum articles. These schools are 
listed alphabetically under each state heading and are 
also cross-indexed under the title, author, and subject 
matter headings.
